To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alder  ley  Edge , Cheadle  and 
Gatley,  and  Wilmslow  Urban  District  Councils. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  public  in  Alderley  Edge,  Cheadle  and  Gatley,  and  Wilmslow 
for  the  year  1962. 

As  indicated  in  my  report  for  the  year  1961,  comments  and 
comparisons  are  made  in  respect  of  the  Vital  Statistics  and  Infectious 
Diseases  for  1961  and  1962. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  figures  for  1961  or  1962  to  give  rise  to 
concern  at  the  present  moment,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  watch 
the  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  Wilmslow  area  over  the  coming 
years,  and  also  to  watch  the  number  of  deaths  among  elderly  females 
in  the  Cheadle  area.

I.  CENSUS  POPULATION 

In  the  following  table,  the  populations  for  the  three  Urban

The  population  of  Alderley  Edge  has  remained  virtually  static, 
but  there  were  large  increases  in  the  other  two  Urban  Districts. 
The  figures  for  Wilmslow  do  not  reflect  the  true  state  of  affairs  as 
the  1951  Census  figures  include  2,664  persons  serving  in  Defence 
Establishments  which  had  virtually  ceased  to  exist  by  the  time  of 
the  1961  Census;  during  the  intercensal  period  therefore,  the  civilian 
population  of  Wilmslow  increased  from  about  17,000  to  about 
21,000,  or  by  23%  approximately. 

The  number  of  houses  also  increased  rapidly  over  the  period, 
and  there  were  improvements  in  the  average  number  of  persons  per 
room:  for  Cheshire  County  as  a whole  the  number  of  persons  per 
room  in  1961  was  0.63. 

H.  MOTHERS  AND  INFANTS 

Figures  relating  to  Mothers  and  Infants  for  each  Urban  District 
are  given  in  Table  I.  For  1960  and  1961  the  figures  have  been  taken 
from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar  General:  for  1962  the 
figures  are  those  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  Local 
Authority. 

II.  (1)  Alderley  Edge 

The  figures  for  Alderley  Edge  are  small,  and  it  would  be  unwise 
to  draw  too  many  conclusions  from  rates  based  on  such  small 
figures. 

In  general,  however,  the  death  rates  among  infants  approximate 
to  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

II.  (2)  Cheadle  and  Gatley 

The  Birth  Rate  in  Cheadle  and  Gatley  is  consistently  higher 
than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  was:

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The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  is  about  half  that  of 
England  and  Wales  which  was: 

1960  5.5% 

1961  5.98%

Stillbirth  and  Infant  Death  rates  are  also  considerably  below 
the  national  figures. 

II.  (3)  Wilmslow 

The  Birth  Rate  in  Wilmslow  and  the  percentage  of  illegitimate 
live  births  are  similar  to  those  of  England  and  Wales  and  require 
no  special  comment. 

Of  some  interest  is  the  rise  in  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  13.1 
per  thousand  in  1960  to  21.8  per  thousand  in  1962.  These  rates 
however  are  based  on  small  numbers  and  the  rise  is  not  significant 
statistically. 

III.  PLACE  OF  BIRTH 

The  place  of  birth  is  given  in  Table  2.  This  table  is  based  on  the 
births  notified,  and  not  on  the  births  registered : the  figures  therefore 
differ  from  those  in  the  earlier  tables,  but  not  so  much  as  to  be 
valueless  in  drawing  conclusions. 

About  70%  of  births  take  place  in  Hospital  or  Private  Nursing 
Home  but  the  numbers  born  in  Private  Nursing  Homes  diminished 
considerably  between  1961  and  1962. 

IV.  TRANSFER  OF  RESIDENCE 

Information  is  received  concerning  children  moving  in  and  out 
of  the  area  as  a result  of  transfer  of  immunisation  records  and  visits 
paid  by  Health  Visitors.  Such  information  is  far  from  a complete 
record  of  all  transfers,  and  is  not  available  for  outward  transfers 
in  1962. 

Information  relating  to  inward  transfers  for  1962  is  given  in 
Table  3. 

V.  INFANT  MORTALITY 

During  1960/1962  there  were  73  infant  deaths  in  the  three 
Urban  Districts.  The  ages  at  death  and  causes  of  death  are  given  in 
Tables  4.  (1)  and  4.  (2). 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  of  the  10  deaths  occurring  in  infants  of 
2 months  of  age  and  over,  6 (60%)  were  the  subject  of  coroner’s 
investigation. 

Of  55  infants  dying  under  28  days  of  age,  28  (50.9%)  of  the 
death  certificates  made  mention  of  prematurity,  similar  to  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  of  approximately  50%.  Premature  babies 
occur  in  only  about  5—7%  of  births. 
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DEATH  RATES 


VI.  The  number  of  deaths  and  adjusted  death  rates  are  given  in 
Table  5. 

These  figures  are  those  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
refer  to  deaths  registered  (as  opposed  to  occurring)  during  the 
years  in  question. 

As  in  the  case  of  statistics  relating  to  Mothers  and  Infants,  the 
rates  for  Alderley  Edge  are  based  on  small  numbers,  and  too  much 
emphasis  should  not  be  placed  on  the  figures  obtained. 

In  Wilmslow,  the  number  of  deaths  in  1962  showed  an  actual 
decrease  compared  with  1961  and  1960,  and  there  was  a fall  in  the 
death  rate  between  1961  and  1962. 

In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  and  the  rate  in  1962  was  higher  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales.  Between  1960  and  1962  the  number  of  male  deaths  has 
increased  by  9 (4.4%)  but  the  number  of  female  deaths  has  increased 
by  78  (36.3%). 

VII.  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  causes  of  death  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  are 
given  in  Tables  6.  (1),  (2)  and  (3).  In  these  tables  allowance  has  been 
made  for  any  later  amendments  made  to  the  cause  of  death. 

The  very  large  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  Heart  Disease 
in  general  and  Coronary  Heart  Disease  in  particular  will  be  noted. 
Heart  Disease,  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  and 
Neoplasms  (Cancer)  are  the  commonest  causes  of  death,  with 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  responsible  for  a further  considerable 
number  of  deaths. 

VIII.  AGES  AT  DEATH 

Additional  information  was  coded  in  respect  of  deaths  occurring 
during  1961  and  1962  only.  The  figures  differ  from  those  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  in  that  they  refer  to  deaths  occurring  (not 
registered)  in  the  years  in  question:  further,  the  additional  informa- 
tion relating  to  cause  of  death  incorporated  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures  is  not  made  available  locally:  thus  local  information 
as  to  causes  of  death  will  differ  from  information  supplied  by  the 

Registrar  General.  . 

The  total  numbers  of  deaths  by  age  and  sex  are  given  in  Table  7 
from  which  it  will  be  noted  that  the  large  increase  in  female  deaths 
in  Cheadle  and  Gatley  occurred  for  the  most  part  in  persons  over  75. 

IX.  WARDS 

The  normal  place  of  residence  by  Wards  of  residents  of 
Wilmslow  and  Cheadle  and  Gatley  who  died  is  given  in  Tables  8 
(1)  and  (2). 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  1961 
and  1962  are  shown  in  Table  9. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  numbers  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
notified,  but  there  is  some  gratification  in  noting  the  downward 
trend  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  in  spite  of 
the  increase  in  population  at  risk.  Notifications  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  as  follows:

During  the  year  all  food  premises  were  routinely  inspected 
under  the  Provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  All  actions 
taken  under  the  Regulations  were  of  an  informal  nature. 

(2)  Food  Surrendered  and  Condemned 

During  the  year  three  articles  of  food  were  condemned  as  unfit 
giving  a total  of  18  lbs.  in  weight. 

(3)  Ice  Cream 

There  are  12  registered  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  The 
manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was  carried  on  at  one  of  the 
premises  prior  to  1962,  but  during  1962  manufacture  ceased. 

Sampling 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  for  laboratory  examination  and  of 
the  12  samples  10  were  graded  1 and  two  were  graded  2,  this  is 
satisfactory. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

The  Milk  Special  Designations  Regulations,  1960,  came  into 
force  on  the  18th  October,  1960. 

These  Regulations  give  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  of  the 
area  the  powers  of  granting  licences  to  dealers.  The  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  in  this  area  is  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  for  the  information  concerning  the  sampling  taken 
in  the  area  of  Alderley  Edge. 

During  the  year  15  samples  of  treated  milks  were  submitted  for 
the  various  appropriate  tests  and  all  these  samples  were  satisfactory 
under  test. 

Eighteen  raw  (T.T.)  Milk  samples  were  also  taken  and  six  were 
submitted  for  biological  and  culture  tests  and  no  evidence  of 
Tuberculosis  was  found. 


RAG  FLOCK 

There  is  one  Registered  factory  in  the  area  to  which  the  Act 
applies  and  this  factory  has  been  inspected. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

One  trained  part-time  operative  is  employed  and  he  uses 
methods  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Domestic  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a charge  is  made 
for  treatment  of  business  premises. 

There  is  now  no  special  grant  by  the  Ministry  towards  the 
expenditure  created  by  the  work  of  inspection  and  disinfestation.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1962.  Much  of  the  work  of  the 
department  is  done  by  informal,  tactful  approach  to  householders, 
shopkeepers  and  other  members  of  the  community  and  it  is  not  easy 
to  show  the  extent  of  this  in  tables  of  statistics.  The  success  of  the 
informal  approach  may  perhaps  be  judged  by  the  lack  of  need  to 
resort  to  statutory  proceedings. 

The  establishment  of  the  department  was  increased  by  one 
public  health  inspector  and  a clerk  and  this  helped  to  give  steady 
progress  particularly  in  raising  the  standards  of  hygiene  in  places 
where  food  is  sold  or  made,  in  spreading  smoke  control  areas  and 
in  work  done  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

I am  grateful  for  the  very  willing  co-operation  and  help  given 
to  me  not  only  by  my  own  staff  but  by  all  officers  of  the  Council.

Improvement  of  Older  Houses 

In  August  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
asked  all  local  authorities  to  increase  the  number  of  houses  being 
improved  and  he  advocated  that  the  problem  be  tackled  street-by- 
street.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council,  in  accordance  with 
the  Minister’s  suggestion,  designated  Jackson  Street,  Cheadle  an 
“improvement  area”  and  owners  and  tenants  were  asked  for  their 
co-operation  in  getting  all  the  houses  improved.  There  are  many 
difficulties  which  will  prevent  the  area  being  improved  overnight. 
Some  tenants  are  old  and  do  not  want  to  be  disturbed  by  alterations 
or  cannot  pay  the  extra  rent  and  some  owners  are  without  the 
necessary  capital  oi  do  not  wish  to  invest  it  in  their  houses.  It  is 
hoped  nevertheless  that  it  will  be  possible  to  report  progress  year- 
by-year  until  the  street  consists  wholly  of  houses  provided  with 
modern  amenities.

The  Orders  made  include  39%  of  the  premises  in  the  district 
and  38%  of  the  acreage. 

The  good  progress  made  was  due  mainly  to : 

(i a ) continued  availability  of  suitable  staff  who  have  gained 
experience  in  the  task  of  assessing  fireplace  alterations 
needed  and  supervising  work  eligible  for  grant. 

(b)  the  resources  of  local  contractors  being  sufficient  to  meet 
demands  for  fireplace  replacement  and  conversion. 

(c)  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  public. 

A Clean  Air  Exhibition  held  in  November  showing  solid  smoke- 
less fuel,  gas,  electric  and  oil  appliances  was  well  attended  by 
householders  seeking  advice  and  information  and  until  the  pro- 
gramme has  been  completed  similar  Exhibitions  at  intervals  would 
do  much  to  satisfy  the  public  that  smoke  control  is  practicable, 
and  is  desirable  on  many  grounds. 


Industrial  Smoke 

Occupiers  of  premises  installing  new  boiler  plant  were  encour- 
aged to  apply  to  the  Council  for  “prior  approval”  of  the  plant.  This 
enables  plans  and  specifications  to  be  examined  to  ensure  that  the 
installation  will  operate  so  far  as  practicable  without  emitting  smoke. 
Two  such  applications  were  made  during  the  year  and  were  approved. 

Fifty  observations  were  made  during  the  year  on  chimneys  and 
contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Period)  Regulations 
occurred  in  three  cases.  The  reasons  for  excessive  smoke  were 
investigated  and  offenders  warned. 
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Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

From  November  the  Council  participated  in  a co-operative 
scheme  administered  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  for  measurement  of  air  pollution  in  England  and  Wales. 
The  object  of  the  scheme  is  the  collation  of  measurements  on  air 
pollution  made  by  local  authorities  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
to  provide  an  accurate  picture  of  the  distribution  of  air  pollution. 

Instruments  for  measuring  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  were 
sited  at  Finney  Lane,  Heald  Green  and  High  Street,  Cheadle  and 
readings  taken  daily.  While  it  is  too  early  to  assess  the  significance 
of  measurements  being  made  it  is  hoped  that  in  future  years  they 
will  indicate  the  success  of  remedial  measures  being  taken  and  the 
extent  of  the  problem  remaining.

Work  of  advising  traders  on  the  work  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960,  continued.  Some 
attention  was  given  to  the  manner  in  which  frozen  food  was  stored 
and  handled.  Manufacturers  of  such  products  recommend  that 
they  be  stored  at  a temperature  of  0°F.  until  sale  and  factors 
which  sometimes  prevent  this  being  done  include  irregular  defrosting 
of  refrigerated  cabinets,  loading  the  cabinet  above  the  marked

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960 

One  large  dairy  is  licensed  for  the  pasteurisation,  sterilisation 
and  sale  of  milk  and  28  premises  are  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pre- 
packed milk.  The  table  on  page  38  shows  results  of  routine  sampling 
at  places  of  production  of  the  milk,  from  shops,  retailers  vehicles 
and  schools.  Five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  failed  to  satisfy  the 
phosphatase  test— an  indication  of  insufficient  heat  treatment,  and 
investigation  at  the  dairy  showed  that  this  was  due  to  failure  of  a 
valve  on  the  pasteurising  plant  under  certain  conditions.  A modi- 
fication of  the  valve  was  fitted  and  this  has  been  satisfactory.  Eight 
samples  failed  the  methylene  blue  (keeping  quality  test)  and  these 
failures  were  mainly  due  to  unsatisfactory  or  prolonged  storage  of 
the  milk. 

Milk  (General)  Regulations  1959 

Regular  samples  of  washed  bottles  from  the  bottle  washing 
plant  of  the  dairy  producing  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Enquiries 
were  made  into  a series  of  adverse  reports  and  the  cause  was  found 
and  remedied.

I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  1962. 

Details  of  the  main  duties  performed  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  Staff  together  with  the  statistical  information  required 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report 
under  separate  headings,  and  there  are  no  special  items  on  which 
further  comment  is  necessary. 

One  staff  change  took  place  during  1962  when  Mr.  K.  Bury, 
Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned  in  June  and  he  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  D.  C.  Barnes  who  commenced  his  duties  on  the 
5th  September,  1962.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Collection 

The  most  notable  change  in  the  Refuse  Collection  Service 
during  1962  was  the  implementation  of  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme, 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April.  The  scheme  has  had  the 
effect  of  improving  the  collection  of  refuse  in  a rapidly  expanding 
district  without  the  need  to  employ  additional  staff  and  vehicles  to 
cope  with  the  extra  work. 

Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

From  the  1st  April  the  Council  decided  to  undertake  the 
cleansing  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  free  of  charge  to  the  owner 
or  occupier  once  in  every  three  years. 
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Trade  Refuse 

From  the  1st  April  the  Council  resolved  to  undertake  the 
collection  of  trade  refuse  from  business  premises,  and  fixed  the 
following  charges  to  comply  with  Section  73(2)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

A charge  of  9d.  per  bin  is  made  for  all  dustbins  emptied  in 
excess  of  the  bins  which  are  emptied  free  in  accordance  with  the 
following  scale  based  on  the  rateable  value  of  the  property:
